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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 15, 17 and 20 remain withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement 
in the reply filed on December 2, 2003. 

The restriction was made final in a previous office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 2, 8, 10, 13, 14 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Applicant has replaced 
the specification with a new one which lacks a certification regarding the accuracy of its 
translation from the original Japanese. In addition, the claims now recite the presence of 
phosphonic acid, which lacks support in the original disclosure. 

4. Claims 2, 8, 10, 13, 14 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
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matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and/or use the invention. Example 1, which contains orthophosphoric acid at the 
minimum recited concentration, would be expected to have a minimum ionic 
concentration and a minimal conductivity. However, this example does not meet 
applicant's conductivity criterion. Based on applicant's own data, it is not clear that a 
composition can contain the recited amount of orthophosphoric acid and still meet the 
conductivity limitations. Applicant has not provided examples containing phosphonic 
acid. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

6. Claims 2, 8, 10, 13, 14 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over JP 52-106,116. The JP reference discloses antifreeze compositions 
for engines comprising ethylene glycol as a primary component, with an amine and 
phosphoric acid or phosphate as anticorrosive additives (claims). The amine is 
preferably present at 2.0-2.6% by weight, and it may be mono-, di- or triethanolamine 
(p. 3, bottom). The phosphoric acid or phosphate is present at 1.0-1.5% by weight. 
Water is present at 3-4% in the examples. Conductivity and removal of oxygen are not 
disclosed. However, it would have been obvious at the time that the invention was made 
to make a composition for cooling as presently recited, because the cooling 
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compositions of the JP can contain the same ingredients in the same amounts. The 
recited conductivity could be met by working within the teaching of the reference. The 
limitations of claims 13 and 14 are product-by-process limitations which do not further 
modify, in the absence of unexpected results.
